It hns been assorted by some hiog
rapher of Lincoln that be felt pre
maonitions of his death In the months
following his seerad election and |f
this be true It in possible that the
siladow over his soul muy have cavsed
him to be more cl*ment thun was his
rule,  All are agreed that he was al
wayn compnssionnte and slow to con
demn, but he was sensible of the ne
coasity for stern jJustice and was noy
given to wock merey of the weak
kneed, sentimental kind,

The presldent’n birthday itself had
no special significance in 18065, It I=
doubtful ¥ many oulslde his Im
mediate famlly realized when the day
oceurred. It would be a small per
centage of Americans today who conld
stiate the date of President Wilson's
birtl. and in the last stages of the Clval
war the nntion was too sorely heset by
pressing, vital problemns, sorrow and
anxiety to recognize the birthday of
the man who himself was the vortex
of all the maelstrom of political, -mil)-
tary and executive activities,

It I8 known, however, that Lincoln's
. inst birthday season saw the presidont
more cheerful, more hopeful of a
peace which should save the Unlon
than he had been at any other Lime
during the war.

tant day. Secure In his rencwal of
four years® personnal leadership and
hopefully Inspirited by every sign ol
earlyy vietory in the war, hisn only
thought was to shorten by gonerovs
conciliation the period of dreadiui
confliet, His temper was not ong of
eaultation, but of broad, patriotic char:
Ity and of keen, sensitive personal
sympathy for the whole ecountry and
all Ita people, South as well na North
tis convereation with Stephens, Hun
ter and Campbell had probably re
venled to him gilmpses of the under
current of their anxiety that fraternnl
bloodshed and the destructive ravages
of war might somehow come Lo an
end.”
